VIOLATING THE GAME LAW. 


How the Farmers of the State and Others 
Manage to Evade the Statute for the 
Preservation of Birds. 

During the tournament at Grand Crossing 
yesterday a group of sportsmen fell to dis- 
cussing the prospects for the fall shooting. and 
naturally enough the conversation turned to 
the shooting of game out of season and the 
utter failure of the Illinois law to protect the 
game. Said a well-known shooter from Jack- 
sonville, III.: I haven't shot @ prairie chicken 
for six years, yet there is no man more fond 
of the sport than I am. I don’tshoot the birds 
out of season on principle, and by the time 
the season arrives they are al) Med off in my 
part of the State. Whr, ve been 
killing chick@ms ever since middie of 
July, and the season as 8 dy law does 
not begin until Aug. 15. We ve tried to 
punish offenders, and have been defeated ev- 
ery time. You see, they work it in this way: 
A farmer bas a big tarm, and he and his sons 
watch the chickens all through the summer 
and locate the coveys. Then soon as the 
youug birds are anywhere near enough to 
be eaten they begin shooting. they have 
friends who shoot they invite m to the- 
farm and point out the birds. If a man comes 
along with coin in his hand, wi 
be is considered a guest for the time being. 
Then if any of them are. they turn 
about and swear that the Shickens are 
destroying the crops, and (that it is 
necessary to kill them preserve 
the product of the land. To get any shooting, 
which an enforcement of the law would give 
me, lam obliged to go several hundred miles 
from home.”

A MAMMOTH CELEBRATION IN THE 
CITY OF CHICAGO YESTERDAY.

Third Anniversary of the Establishment of 
the High Court of the State—Brief Re- 
view of the History of the Order—A 
Picturesque Procession Embracing Ful- 


ercises in the Exposition Building. 

About 100 years ago the Ancient Order of 
Foresters, a secret society, was founded in 
England. Its title to a race which had apotbe- 
osized Robin Hood and Little Jobn and their 
free lance Knights of Sherwood Forest was a 
taking one, and the order rapidiy grew for 
those days, eventually throughout the British 
Isles. In time it reached this country, but for 
a long while was principally confined toa few 
cities in the Eastern States and Canada. As it 
spread the order here began to fret and chate 
under the jurisdiction and lexislauon of the 
High Court of the World, which was in En- 
land. The spirit of liberty and the ideas of 
self-government innate in the American heart 
bad to assert themselves, and after disputes 
and constitutional contentions the American 
branch of the order cut the ties which 
bound it to the parent stem, and 
declared itself to be tae Independent 
Order of Foresters. A few of the courts re- 
fused to secede, and still exist in the Eastern 
States and acknowledge suptemacy in the 
High Courtin England. After a while dissen- 
sions arose in the renksof the Independents, 
in which the Canadian courts e involved, 
principally because of the absconding of a 
financial officer with most of the funds, and 
another split and the new name of United 
Order of Foresters were the results. 

Eight years ago some of the order in this 
State became dissatisfied with the manage- 
ment and especia/iy with the heavy assess- 
ments consequent on the numerous deaths re- 
sulting from yellow-fever in tue South, and 
— g asked the privilege of establishing 
un controlling 1 State assessment 
or beneficiary fund. Illinois being” a 
healthy State and not subject to 
deadly epidemics, they thought their demand 
just, as well as economic. The request was 
denied by the High Court, and then followed 
the formation of the Independent Order or 
Foresters of Illinois. It contained at first but 
a few over 500 members; it now pumbers 
10,000. 

Yesterday the order of this city and county 
celebrated for-the third year the establishment 
of the Hieb Court of the State by a procession 
and parade which far excelled the previous 


ones. In every respect the | 
credit to every court and member iu line. It 
was long drawn out and picturesque with 
flags, and banners, and decorations. It was 
also noticeable in that all the courts bad fur- 
nished themselves with small canes and uniform

Even if Spies had 
saia there were 3,000 armed Socialists io Chi- 
cago, that was merely braggadocio inaulged in 
by Spies in order to scare the capitalists into 
making concessions to the laboring class. 
That was also Spies’ object when he told the 
witness Wiikinson about the pians of the 
Anarchists. In other words, Spies was an or- 
dinary blowbard, who would taik large but not 
do much execution. Ik, shouted Mr. Zeisler, 
„the Socialists were ready for revolution 
the Ist of May, why did Louis Lingg have to 
manufacture bombs Tuesday, the 4tb of May?” 
Having disposed of the Lingg end of the 
conspiracy in this summary manner, Mr. 
Zeisler indulged in a little sarcasm as to the 
amount of Socialistic remedies which the pros- 
ecution produced in court. ignoring the room- 
ful of bombs, dynamite, biast-furnaces, etc., 
which were introduced by the State during the 
trial, Mr. Zeisler swung his arm around about 
eighteen points of the compass and demanded:

Frenchman He Has a Great 
Love of Finery. 

Paris Letter to London Times: Gen. Bou- 
langer turns to account the general love of 
finery, and better to explain what is meant by 
this I must refer to an ‘anecdote. Fourteen 
years ago Thiers visited Rouen. I was there 
among those who accompanied him. I had 
returned from a hurried visit to the Valley of 
the Neckar, whence I had brought with me, 
as & souvenir, a red cap, richly deco- 
rated with gold iace, of the kind worn 
as a funcy dress dy students in the 
Rhine countries. I had it with me, and I 
made use of it as a traveling cap. At Manies 
Thiers came down fro bis carriage and 
walked about on the railway platform. He 
beckoned to me to goto him, and naturally I 
took off my cap to speak to bim. It was rather 
cold. Thiers said politely: Put on your cap.“ 
When I had done so he said. Wnat a magnifi- 
cent cap you have; where did you pick up 
that splendid beaddress? and he burst into a 
laugh. There was then a cry outside of 
* Taree cheers for the President!” which was 
beartily responaed to. Thiers looked atten- 
tively in the direction of the crowd from 
which the cheering came. Then, halt in joke 
and baif in earnest, he said quickly, ** Take off 
your hat, they are taking you for the Presi- 
dent. Now this exemplifies what I call the 
love of finery among the Freuch, and it is, in 
fact, one of the great national passions, in che 
first place, to wear finery, and, in the next 
place, to receive it with acclamanon. Never 
will a man who dresses like his neighbors, who 
fails to secure aconspicuous seat. who does 
not wear finery. become popular in this coun- 
try, unless, indeed, be possesses the eloquence 
of Gambetta—a flashing ana ostentatious elo- 
wience, which glistens and dazzies, and made 
use of by a man supposed to be devoted to the 
plébiscite. Except Gambetta I do not know of 
one man finding a place in French histery who 
was not covered with finery; none certainly 
has become popular. Gen. Boulanger knows 
this. Accordingly for Weduesday’s review: ne 
bought a borse 14 years old, for whicn he paid 
7,000 franes, but which admirably suited a 
man covered with gold lace, embroidery, and 
plumes—a borse perfectly fitted to be- 
fore the crowd and to excite admiration among 
the masses assembled to see the staff pass by. 
He did not leave his horse even at we. gate of 
the President of the Republic.

After the 
excitement had subsided, however, be must 
bave reflected sadly upon the past, when, his 
game colt was beaten by Inspector and that 
impostor Winfred defeated him for the rich 
Emporium Stakes at Sheepshead Bay through 
mismanagement and poor riding. Today The 
Bard had a master of his art upon bis .back 
and the colt had an opportunity to show bis 
quality. After the race the young oracies of 
the turf were silent, for they bad said that 
Dewdrop bad beaten Preciosa easy enough 
inthe West End Hotel Stakes, and that Mo- 
Laughlin had only draw the finish too fine. The 
great filly, however, was not disgraced, for she 
carried her seven pounds penaity gamely, and 
made a poor showing of all the others behind 
ber. It was a true run race, and delighted all 
who saw it, whether winners or losers. The 
race was a demonstration of the fallacy of the 
time test, and those who lost their money by 
backing Lindel beeause te had run his trial 
for the race in 2:38 are much wiser if poorer. 
It, bowever, stimulated a false hope in the 
master of the Preakness stable with a oorre- 
sponding depression when all was over. 
Beyond the great race the contests were full 
of interest and aroused the enthusiasm of the 
crowd, and as favorit after favorit went down 
the excitement increased in proportion to the 
depietion of the funds of fond but deluded 
backers. Thefirst race was a veritabie sur- 
prise to the Knowing ones, as the outsider, 
Valencia, against whom the odds of twenty- 
five to one went begging, won handsomely, 
and indicated that the horses in the Fairfax 
stabies, under the tuition of Rowe, are dan- 
gerous rivais, and are worthy the considera- 
tion of speculators. The stable, however, did not 
back the filly for any large amount. The 2- 
year-old race was also a great surprise in the 
victory of Maggie Mitchell, a twelve to one 
ohance. The handicap of a mile and three- 
sixteenths fell te Gonfalon, and Lizzie Mack 
captured the selling race, the favorit, Whizgig, 
getting a very bad start.

cipline, the fundamental part of which is that 
the disposition of the dead is a dogmaof the 
Apostie’s creed: I believe in the resurrection 
of the body." Two general councils—that of 
Constantinople and the fourth Lateran—have 
defined the resurrection of the body as an arti- 
cle ot taith. The Christian belief is inhericed 
from the Hebrews, for Job says: I know that 
my Redeemer hveth, and the last day I shall 
rise out of the earth. And I shall be clothed ; 
again with my skin and my flesh shall see my 
God.’ Our Lord expressly taucht this doctrine 
in refuting the Sadducees, a sect of Hebrew 
materialists who denied both the immortality 
of the soul and the resurrection of the body. 
“If adying Catholic wished to be cremated 
instead of inhumed, and insisted upon post- 
mortem incineration, a priest could not admin- 
ister to him the sacraments of the church. Such 
aman would not have the proper disposition 
for receiving them. He would be in a condition 
of wiititul insubordination to church law and 


refuses to grant. He would be disobeying the 
requirements of her sacred liturgy in a very 
important matter. Eusebius gives as a reason 
for the aversion by Christians to the tneory of 
cremation that the pagans did it to show that 
they could conquer God and destroy the resur- 
rection of the bodies, saying, Now iet us see if 
they will arise.“ Some Roman n@ble families 
never permitted their bodies to be burned, and 
Sulla 18 said to have been the first Roman who 

rdered his body to be cremated after death, 
est his bones should be scattered by his ene- 
mies. The rulers of Pagan Kome would not 
acknowledge a funeral to be complete unless at 
least a single bone had been cut off from the 
corpse or rescued from the flames and deposit- 
ed in the earth. ; 

**The church has watched the growth of the 
cremation theory, and. although in this enun- 
try Catholics bave uot affiliated to any extent 
with organizations having for their object the 
cremation of human bodies, still it has gained 
foothold enough to cali their attention to its 
barbarity. The greater part of the cremation- 
ists in the civilized world is made up of panthe- 
ists, materialists, and other unbelievers ‘n the 
resurrection of the flesh. 

“The church fears the commg of the day 
when cremation will be forced upon an unwill- 
ing people. If this shall ever bappen, it will 
be the result of the efforts of those who argue 
for eremauon for sanitary considerations. In 
Europe, where the worst element is fast grow- 
ing into power, it will begin. It will not be 
done with the philanthropic view of providing 
for the public health, though this pretense may 
be put forward, or perhaps its advocates may | 
be honest enough to incorporate in the law 
their true motives, as the French years ago 
attempted by law to aboiish the immortality of 
the soul, The cremationists say that inbuma- 
tion poisons the air and that cemeteries injure 
the healthfulness of the neighborhoods in 
which they exist. If proper precautions are 
taken and if the bodies are buried deep enough 
in the soll, as they must be, mo danger can 
arise to the public health from the practice of 
inhuming the dead. The immense sewers 
which run through ouf large cities do not in- 
jure bealth if they are properly built, although 
decaying refuse and poisonous vapors fili 
them. Neither can cemeteries, properly man- 
aged, in which the graves are deep ena which 
are generally remote from the town or c:ty. 
The public health would be far more endan- 
gered if the odor from burning bodies were to 
pollute the atmosphere. Although the church 
may modify ber burial service on certain ex- 
traordinary occasions, it is certain that cre 
mation is contrary to all her traditions and 
to all her legislation regarding Cbristian 
burial. She. can tolerate cremation if she 
wishes. She bas the right of eminent 
domain over her own discipline. There is, in- 
deed, a poruon of that discipline of divine 
origin and it she cannot change; but all things 
purely ecclesiastical, having been made by the 
church, can be modified or abrogated. Neces- 
sity sometimes abrogates a human law, and 
great difficulty in carrying them out is always 
a cause for which the church grauts dispensa- 
tion from her enactments. Dr. Cavagnes, a 
professor of canon law in Rome, presents an 
argument which is rather striking. *Huma- 
tion,’ he writes, ‘renders it possible to inspect 
the corpse long after it is buried if suspicion 
of foul play should arise.’ This is a good legal 
argument. But for no legal reason does the 
Catholic Church oppose cremation. It is under 
ber ban because it is contrary to the letter and 
the spirit of her liturgy and to the universal 
ees of the Hebrew and Christian dispensa-

Squire and Flynn Plead Not Guilty. 

Messrs. Squire and Flynn appeared before 
Judge Cowing this morning to enter separate 
pleas of not guilty to the indictments found 
against them Monday last by the grand jury, 
their counsel, however, reserving for them the 
right to change the plea if they chose. As- 
sistant District Attorney Nicoll said he 
wanted to notify the defendants and their 
counsel that he would move for the trial 
the first Monday of September in one 
of the parts of the General Sessions 
Court. Mr. Newcombe said that one of the 
counsel for the defense, meaning Col. Inger- 
soll, would leave this country Saturday to 
have an operation performed on his throat ia 
Paris. He would be gone until the middle of 
September and perbaps later. Mr. Nicoll con- 
tended that this was nut sufficient grounds for 
a postponement, and Judge Cowing set the 
case down for trial Sept. 5. 

Keeping Up the Ocean Steamship War. 

The Hamburg-American Packet Company 
bas followed the example of several ot the 
other continental lines, whioh are fighting the 
Red Star Line, by making an evtensive out in 
ite 8 rates. According to a circular 
just issued by the Hamburg company its rates 
have been reduced from $2 to $4 on the out- 
ward and from $10 to $13 on the homeward 
passage. The French-lise is the oniy con- 
tinual company which bas not yet reduced its 
rates. 


The First Hungarian Synagog. 

The first regular synagog in this country 
ever devoted to the use of Hungarians was 
dedicated this afternoon. There are 350 mem- 
bers in the congregation. No minister has yet 
been plaved in charge, as it is intended to 
bring one from Hungary. While the members 
of the congregation are almost entirely Hun- 
garians, Hebrews of other will be wel- 
come to participate in the worship. 

Carriers of Coal by Water “ Kicking.” 

For three days no coal bas been lightered in 
the New York harbor by members of the In- 
ternational Boat men's Union, and the latter is 
determined, it. possible, to prevent private 
boats from raising the blockade. Boatmen 
have been receiving 15. cents per ton from 
Hoboken, and 17 to 18 from Perth Amboy. 
Port Johnson, and Elizabethport. They demand 
20 cents per ton from Hoboken and 25 cents 
from the other poiuts. They also demand that 
shippers shall pay $4 per day demurrage ior 
delay in delivery after four days bave elapsed 
and consignees shall pay the same. 
Heretofere shippers have paid nothing, 
though wey have sometimes kept boats 
waiting for two weeks, and consignees 
have only paid from $2 to $3 per day demur- 
rage. The Delaware & Hudson Coal Company 
has a limited number of boats, and so have the 
Pennsylvania Coal Company and the Lebign 
& Wilkesbarre Coal Company, but their com- 
bined fleet is not large enough to handle a fifth 
of the coal that will necessarily enter the har- 
bor before cold weather sets in. 

A dealer who is well stocked remarked today 
that the shippers might as well grant the 
voion'’s demands, as the increase would not 
affect the trade, but would come out of the 
consumers. Managers of the coal companies 
met today and added 15 cents ver ton to the 
price of broken and nut coal, and 25 cents to 
that of stove andegg. The advance, accord- 
ing to the circular of the Deleware & Hudson 
Coal Company, will make the price of stove 
coal, free on board, $3.75; egg, $3.40; chestnut 
and broken, $3.30. Coal bas been selling at 
the lowest average price since 1879.

The Standard and the Morning Post are alto- 
gether too respectable to entertain any one 
but the grandmother of an extreme Tory Peer 
or the well-pensioned ex-valet of a Duke. The 
News, whose owners have opinions and know a 
thing or two, possesses considerable intellectual 
vitality, whilst the Telegraph, once the most 
brilliant of the London journals, seems to have 
lost. its grip, somehow. The Times has « 
big advantage over its penny rivals in the 
circumstance that it still retains and main- 
tains its three-fold charge; but the Times bas 
been spurred up considerably by competition 
the last few years, and is now the most valua- 
bie, as it has always been the most importan: 
and influential newspaper, in Europe. It made 
itself a great power against the Government in 
the last political battle. in the beginn it 
saw that Mr. Giadstone’s vulnerable side was 
his American side, and, late and early, know- 
ing where the weak spot was and how to reach 
it, it smote him there: There was never a 
meeting in the United States in favor of home 
rule which"*the Times did not report with fit 
and striking comment. There was never a par- 
ticulariy foolish speech or editorial which it 
left unnoticed, or a subscription to the Irish 
fund which it failed to parade. 

The Times 18 to be respected for its candor 
touching the United States. it does not love a 
bone in the body of the American Union, and 
is not afraid or ashamed to express its II- 
opinion of us and our system whenever the 
bumor seizes it. The other London papers, 
whilst always more or less malevolent in a 
mean, covert way, affect a kind of patronizing 
friendliness, and, on occasions of self-interest, 
slop over in a maudiin burst of international 
fustian. 

The art of leader-writing is not wholly lost 
to English journalism. It is by no means as 
commen as it wasin days gone by, a realiy 
good leading article being at present the ex- 
ception rather than the rule; but still the able 
writers are not all dead, and now and then one 
encounters a leader having a beginnimg, a mid- 
dle, and an end which s at once current and 
relevant, and which, going to the marrow of 
the subject under treatment, not only hits the 
nail squarely on the bead, but makes botn the 
fur ana the sparks fly. The. sledge-hammer 
strokes of a Cobbett, however, like the brili- 
jant flashes of a Fonblanque, grow rarer aad 
rarer in the London press, having almost 


wholly disappeared from the American press. 


A ROYAL RESCUE. 
How the King of Denmark Saved a Man’s

PLEADING FOR THE ANARCHISTS. 
Mr. Walker closed his able speech for the 
prosecution in the Anarchists’ case yesterday 
morning. He quoted freely from the evi- 
dence, the speeches, and admissions of Spies, 
Fielden, Schwab, and Parsons to prove that 
they were members of the band of conspir- 


‘ators who organized the massacre of the hay- 


market square; connected Lingg, Engel, and 
Fischer with the arch-Anarchists; and point- 
ed out that the defense shifted ground fre- 
quently in the endeavor to prove that Gilmer 
did not tell the truth. 

Mr. Zeisler’s speech, following that of 
Walker, showed that the defense, as was an- 
ticipated, relies on convincing one or more of 
the jurors that Gilmer’s story about Schnau- 


belt’s throwing the bomb is untrue. After. 


having devoted about three-quarters of an 


hour to abuse and attempted ridicule of 


the attorneys for the prosecution, Mr. 
Zeisler entered on a vigorous assault 
of the painter from Des Moines. He de- 
nouneed him as a professional tramp and 
constitutional liar whose oath should not 
weigh against the word of such respectable 
citizens as bridewell-bird Krumm and his 
companion Albrecht, and the impartial and 
unprejudiced witnesses Messrs. Henry Spies 
and Dr. Taylor. The object of the assault 


on Gilmer was made manifest when Mr. 


Zeisler maintained that unless the identi 

of the principal in the murder of Officer 
Degan was established the. prisoners. could 
not be held as accessories. It should be 
shown that the person who threw ,the bomb 
was a member of the conspiracy to which the 
prisoners belonged in order to connect the lat- 
ter with the murders. Mr. Walker had held 
that if the bomb was thrown in furtherance 
of the common design of the conspiracy it 
made no matter who threw it, or whether 
the identity of the actual thrower had been 
established or not. This seems to be in ac- 
cordance with Judge Gary's rulings, but Mr. 


Zeisler would not have it, and so he kept 


hammering away at Gilmer during the whole 
day in order to make it appear that he could 
not be believed. 

With the other points of the case Mr. 


Zeisler dealt cursorily, and hardly in a way 


to impress the jury. He denied that there 
was a general conspiracy to bring about a 
social revolution. The advocacy of force 
was open and publie. It was permitted by 
the municipal authorities, therefore it must 
have been harmless. No time was fixed for 
the revolution to occur. The social revolu- 
tion was to come, but no one could fix the 
date—the time was as indefinit to 
the propagandists of Socialism as the 
coming of the Messiah was to the Jews. 
He gave the jurors a pretty definition of 
Socialism, which, he said, was quite a harm- 
less thing, forgetful of the fact that Fielden 
said on the witness-stand that from Socialism 
to anarchy was but a short distance. Once 
again during the trial was it made apparent 
by Zeisler’s speech that the defense is pre- 
pared to sacrifice the prisoner Lingg. Zeisler 
admitted that Lingg manufactured the dyna- 
mite bombs, while he insisted that Spies 
never possessed dynamite, and he did not 
attempt any denial. of the charge of the 
prosecution that Lingg manufactured the 
bomb which killed the police, 

Mr. Zeisler is conscientiously doing the 
best he can for his clients, but he clearly 
underestimates the intelligence of the jurors, 
and does not help his case by his profuse 


abuse of the police force and of the Prose- | 


cuting- Attorney. 


THE NEW YORE COLLECTORSHIP. 

It has taken the President many long 
months apparently to discover that Collector 
Hedden of New York was totally unfit for 
the responsible position to which he appoint- 
edhim. When this extraordinary selection 


4 was made he was warned on all sides, and 


with great emphasis by some of the. mug- 
wump papers, that from a business point of 
view Hedden was disqualified to administer 
the office, his commercial experience having 
been limited to the duties of bookkeeper for 
a shipping firm which expired of dry-rot, 
and that from the political point of view his 
appointment would bode no good to the civil 
service, inasmuch as he was the protégé and 
tool of Hubert O. Thompson, whose merits 
as a civil-service reformer have been pretty 
well ventilated in the pending Squire-Flynn 
investigation. It is a little too much to be- 
lieve, as the Springfield (Mass.) Republican 
urges, that the President supposed Hed- 


den was n very capable business-man, 


acquainted with the Custom-House, who 
would know how to run that great office in 
sympathy with the President's policy.” The 
newspaper press exposed his record in the 
most manner, and even the New 
York and Post, both of which papers 


are warm supporters of Cleveland, warned 


him ‘that it was a ‘dangerous appointment. 


‘no business ability and has stayed . into the 
hands of the New York city politielans rea- 
sons which were just as strong at the outset 
why he should not have been appointed as 
they are now that he should be removed. 
The President has appointed Daniel Ma- 
gone of Ogdensburg to succeed Hedden. It 
now remains to be seen what improvement 
he has made. Though Mr. Magone is a law- 
yer by profession, it is generally conceded 
that he is a good business-man, and besides 
is possessed of sound, practical common 
sense, qualities which at least ought to make 
him a good average Collector. His political 
record, however, will not impress the coun- 
try with the conviction that he will adminis- 
ter the office in a non-partisan manner or in ac- 
eordance with the alleged civil-service reform 
policy of the President. It is a little sus- 
picious that while Mr. Magone has been an 


active working politician for nearly twenty 


years he has never held a prominent elective 
office, nor has he secured any very prom- 
“inent position by appointment. He seems 
to have occupied the more quiet and vastly 
more influential post of political worker and 
manager, the duties of Which, it is almost 
neediess to say, are apt to clash with the re- 
form of the civil service. He was brought 
into polities by Tilden. He helped more 
than any other man to make him Governor, 
and he remained faithful th him to the last. 
He is on terms of special intimacy with the 
Tilden managers and he has fought Tam- 
many with determined spirit. It may be to 
his credit that he is not identified with any 
of the city factions, but it is quite notorious 
that he owes his prominence to partisan 


service, that he is not given to theories of 


party reform, and that the special reform of 
the civil service does not harmonize with the 
kind of party service in which he has been 
engaged, and for the performance of which 
the New York Collectorship offers special 
advantages. It is very likely that he will 
not play into the hands of the County 
Democracy, Irving Hall, or Tammany, and 
that the combined factions may make it lively 
for him, but as an organizer and manager on 
ia higher plane than hall“ politics he may 
yet be heard from. It is a significant remark 
of the Utica Herald that if Mr. Cleveland 
was looking for a long-headed manager of 
his canvass he has found him.” Time will 
show, 


MR. TILDEN’S BEQUEST. 

The crowning surprise of the late Mr. Til- 
den’s life is the munificent bequest he has 
left to be applied to the organization and sup- 
port of certain public institutions. Out of 
his fortune of $5,000,000, four-fifths is re- 
served and intrusted to his executors, John 
Bigelow, Andrew H. Green, and G. W. 
Smith, for the establishment and support of 
public libraries at New Lebanon, Yonkers, 
and New York City, in which three places 
he had at one time or another resided. It is 
generally conceded that it was Mr. Tilden’s 
intention, after establishing the Yonkers and 
New Lebanon libraries, that the remainder 
of the sum set apart should go towards the 
free library in New York City, and the Al- 
bany Evening Journal asserts that the fine 
collection of books at his Gramercy Park 
house will form the nucleus of it. : 

It is highly probable that this disposition 
of his property may not satisfy the heirs; 


“put the general public, without regard to 


party, will decide that they have been amply 
provided for and will commend the public 
‘spirit which induced Mr. Tilden to make 
such a noble bequest for the public good. 

Conspicuous as he had been in the political 
history of the country, and memorable as was 
the controversy over his Presidential cam- 
palgn, these events will soon be forgotten by 
the people and will be of interest only to the 
student of political history; but the monu- 
ments which his munificence will cause to 
be erected will commend his memory to the 
popular regard and establish his fame more 
endurmgly than any of his political achieve- 
ments, brilliant as some of them were. Muill- 
ions yet to come will have cause to remem- 
ber him with gratitude, and long after he 
has been forgotten as a statesman he will be 
revered as a philanthropist. His benev- 
olence stands out all the more clearly in that 
it has been manifested at a time When it is 
difficult to find parallel cases in the careers 
of our public men. Probably his most inti- 
mate associates never suspected that behind 
all the organizing and planning of the adroit 
politician there was such a lofty public pur- 
pose prompting him to do such a munificent 
act. 


BANKER GAGE’S HOPEFUL VIEWS. 

President Gage in his opening address be- 
fore the Bankers’ Convention at Boston in- 
vited close attention to Lord Macaulay’s 
declaration that the American Constitution 
was all sail and no anchor,” and that in 
the next century, if not in this, universal 
suffrage would bring the United States to a 
catastrophe in which liberty or civilization 
must perish.” Mr. Gage was inclined, how- 
ever, to treat this lugubrious utterance as a 


warning rather than as an accurate prediction, 


and to hold that courage and prudence would 


avert the disaster, the chief need being the 


spread of a better popular under- 
standing of economic principles, es- 
pecially of the relations between capi- 
tal and labor. In that event he thought 
it might well be doubted whether when 


population becomes crowded in this country 


*“spoliation will follow distress” in hard 
times, thus increasing the misery of the 
working classes and leaving at last only a 
choice between anarchy or military rule. 
Macaulay’s gloomy prediction was written 
thirty years ago from a British standpoint, 
and it made no allowance for the subsequent 
extensions of the suffrage in Europe or the 
moderating influence of popular education in 
all free governments. The opinion of the 
British essayist was that the spoliation to be 
expected in the Untted States as a result of 
universal suffrage would be achieved through 
the ballot-box and under the forms of law; 
but if this theory be correct England 
is already in fully as great danger as 
the United States. Within ten years 
after Macaulay wrote, the suffrage in 
England was extended to 800,000 men 
previously deemed unfit to hold it, and this 
was followed by the Disraeli extension, 
which enfranchised over 1,000,000, and final- 
ly by the Gladstone bill, which brought in 
2,000,000 artisans and farm laborers. Since 
‘Macaulay’s prophecy was declared Great 
Britain has been progressing steadily to- 
ward universal suffrage, being closely fol- 
lowed by other European nations, and having 
now only one short step to take. It follows, 
therefore, that the prediction made in 1857 
for the United States now has or will soon 
have an application in Europe, and the disas- 
ter foretold for this country can be expected 
in the dense population of Great Britain long 
before it will be due in America. Universal 
suffrage is a problem not simply for the 
‘United States, but for all liberal and ad- 
vanced nations, None of them can eXpett to 
withstand its dangers except by the spread 
of popular intelligence. 
So far as the United States is concerned there 
is no indication of the spoliation of the few 
by a discontented and unscrupulous majority 


7 acting under the forme of iow: but the chief 
danger to be apprehended comes from Com- 
munistie aliens who despise American citi- 
zenship and hold the ballot in contempt, be- 
ing eager to throttle all law and overturn 
even a government of the people. Very few 
Americans are found among these agitators, 
and Anarchists and Socialists cannot be re- 
garded in any just sense as the products of 
universal suffrage. Political or social 
revolutionists and conspirators are bred in 
the slums of Europe, and they come to this 
country utterly blinded to the advantages and 
blessings of free institutions; while the na- 
tive-born workingman or laborer, hard as he 
may find his lot at times, maintains a deep 
respect for popular .government, law, and 
justice. Manhood suffrage, aided by the 
work of the free schools, has proved a great 
edueational force in this country, and there is 
ample ground for Mr. Gage’s belief that the 
dissemination of sound American principles 
and correct economic doctrines will avert the 
calamity predicted for the United States by 
Lord Macaulay.

George Hague, Generai Manager of 
Merchants’ Bank of Montreal, read a paper on

Mr. Hague outlined the systems of branch 
banking employed in France, England, Scot- 
land, and other foreign countries, dwelling on 
the merits and demerits of each, and contrast- 
ing their advantages with the drawbacks of a 
system of local institutions. He considered 
the branch system infinitly superior to any 
other, for a number of reasons, which he dis- 
cussed very elaborately.

THE LITTLE CITY OF HASTINGS, MICH., 
VISITED BY FIRE. 


Several Business Blocks Swept Away and 
Much Property Destroyed—The Losses 
Exceed $60,000—A. G. Spalding’s Sport- 
ing Goods Factory in Ruln- The Michi- 
gan Forests Still Subject to the Element 
—Much Suffering Caused in Wisconsin, 
but the Danger Is Ended—Other Blazes. 


Hastinas, Mich., Aug. 12.—[Special, |—Early 
this afternoon sparks from Newton & Spauid- 
mes sawmill fell on the roof of the Mer- 
chante’ livery stable and an instant later the 
big barn was all ablaze. An alarm was sound- 
ed and the village fire department responded 
quickly. but before the first stream was 
thrown the fire was beyond control. The barn 
was located in the business centre and the 
flames spread rapidly in every direction. 
The wind was blowing furiously. Flaming 
timbers were caught up. huried a block 
away, and showered on tke roots of 
adjacent buildings. The principal part of Main 
street was soon in flames. Assistance was 
telegraphed for but it was not until 5 o'clock 
that engines arrived from Grand Rapids and 
Charlotte. By that time the principal business 
blocks bad been destroyed, together with most 
of their contents. The Newton House, the 
leading hotel here, was entirely consumed, and 
the handsome new opera-house, which was not 
quite completed, js but a smoldering mass of 
blackened bricks. The sporting goods factory 
of A. G. Spalding & Bro. of Chicago 
burned to the ground, involving a total loss.

‘ Michigan Woods in Flames.

Many towns are cut off from 
telegraphic communication. Although the 
wind has cleared the air somewhat the fires 
are still raging about Cheboygan. Immediate 
danger bas been averted at Traverse City by a 
change dt wind. Citisens worked all Tuesday 
night to save the eastern part of the city, and 
a force of men were at work all day yesterday. 
In parts of Mecosta County great damage has 
been done to buildings, fences, crops, and logs, 
and in many places the woods are ablaze. In 
Newaygo County the fires continue destruct- 
ive and are spreading over a large territory. 
In Lake County mauy fine belts of timber have 
been burned over.

A Baker, After Having Been Soycotted, 
Shoots Himself Through the Head in De- 
spair.

CLEVELAND’S PROMISES. 


The Hon. B. F. Frederick Is Sure They 
Will All Be Faithfully Kept—What He 
Thinks of Republicanism Generally. 

The Hon. B. F. Frederick, Democratic mem- 
ber of Congress from the Fifth Iowa D ‘strict, 
is in the city on bis way from Washington, but 
will not leave for bome at once, as he expects 
to pass a few days among the lakes.

AN EARLY CONVENTION. 


JACK STEPHENS MEETS: WITH HIS 


FIRST DEFEAT. 


The Test Vote Stands Twelve to Rine—The 
Primaries to Be Held Aug. 27 and the 
Convention Aug. 28—Judges First to Be 
Nominated and Then Sheriff and Treas- 
urer—The Fourth Ward Candidates— 
How the Democrats Helped Stephens 
Once. 

The Cook County Republican Central Com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon decided on a final 
vote of l4to 8 to nominate candidates for 
county offices when delegates are appointed 
to attend the State Convention at Springfield, 
and also decided to call the County Convention 
for Aug. 28. This result was conceded by the 
advocates of a late convention be ‘ore the com- 
mittee was called to order, although the fight 
against it was made with great earnestness and 
determination until the final vote was taken. 


Barly in the day Jack Stephens and Chris 


Mamer were claiming that a majority of the 
committee would yote for their proposition to 
elect delegates to Springfield directly from the 
Senatorial districts, and thus avoid the nold- 
ing of a County Convention at this time. 
The friends of Col. Davis and C. R. Matson, 
and also those of several candidates for judi- 


cial nominations, turned out en masse to favor 


an early convention. The doubtful members 
were all visited. Probably the most notable 
conversion was that of F. J. Filbert of the 
Third Commissioners District, who had been 
inclined to favor a late convention, being 6 
clerk in Stephens’ office. Friends of Judge 


Williamson, who resides in the district, and all 


the town committeemen Filbert represents, 
brought ali their influence to bear. and the new 
convert was announced with great enthusiasm. 
That settled the question. Jack Stephens and 
Chris Mamer abandoned their claims, 
and then capped the climax by not appearing 
at the meeting. Tuis policy was decided upon 
80 that it could not be claimed that they took 
any interestin the matter or that the result 


was a square defeat for them. Their friends, 
however, voted and worked for a postpone- 
ment. and left no stone unturned to prevent 
the calling of the convention Aug. 28. S. B. 
Raymond did not return from the East. but he 
was represented by proxy by W. G. Beale, who 
spoke and voted against the early convention. 
The result was generally regarded as a sub- 
stantial victory for Davis and Matson over the 
opposing candidates for Treasurer and Sheriff, 
while the decision to nominate the judicial 
Officers first was looked upon as a long step 
toward removing those bight officials from tbe 
influences of ordinary party affairs. 

Interest in the decision of the committee was 
60 great that a large number of well-known 
Republicans were attracted to the Grand Pa- 
eine Hotel, where the meeting was held. Club 
room. 4 was not large enough to nold the 
throng, and the crowd overflowed into the lob- 
bies outside.

WHEREAS, It is inexpedient to hold two con- 
ventions for Cook County, and too early to hold 
a convention to nominate candidates; therefore,

Resolved, That the selection of delegates for 
Cook County to the pending State Convention be 
left: to the several Senatorial districts in Cook 
County, the delegations to be chosen in such 
manner as may be agreed upon by the Senatorial 
Committees of the several Senatorial dissricts. 

Mr. Humphrey did not think the committee 
had the right to delegate its authority to any 
other body, and Mr. Kroli objected on the 
ground that two Senatorial Conventions had 
already been held. He said the practice had 
been to name the delegates to the State Con- 
vention ata general County Convention, and 
he was infavor of continuing the practice. 
Mr. Humpbrey, who favored an early conven- 
tion, presented the following as a substitute: 

Resolved, That a convention of the Republicans 
of this county be called to meet Saturday, the 
28th inst., for the purpose of nominating candi- 
dates for the several county offices to be voted 
for this fall, and tooelect 175 delegates from the 
several Senatorial districts within this county 
as representatives to the State Convention at 
Springfield the ist day of September next. 

Resolved, That for this purpose the primary 
elections be held the 27th inst., and be conducted 
in conformity with the provisions of the Primary 
Election law approved June 22, 1885. 

Resolved, That the Chairman and Secretary be 
instructed to secure a hall for said convention 
and to prepare a call in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the-said Primary Election law and 
submit said call for the action of this committee 
at its next meeting. 

Mr. Chase said his resolution was offered to 
simplify matters. He saw no reason why the 
county nominations should be made so long 
before the election. Even if a County Cox- 
vention were held to appoint delegates to 
Springtield they would be selected by the rep- 
en from the various Senatorial dis- 
tricts, 

Col. Abner Taylor said the call for the State 
Convention apportioned the delegates from 
Cook County among the Senatorial districts. 
He did not see what the County Convention 
bad todo with it. Even under the pian pro- 
vided for in the 7 the delegates would 
be chosen from Senatorial districts in the 
end, and therefore the only practical differ- 
ence in the two propositions was as to the 


time for making the nominations for coun- 


ty officers. It had been an unheard-of thing 
in Cook County to call the convention to nom- 
inate jocai officers so long before the elevtion.

It is claimed 
that the very roads the Managers of which 
were the loudest in denouncing the reports 
that they had been cutting rates as falsehoods, 
and who so bitterly denounced competing 
lines for trying to demoralize the rates, have 
never restored the rates and continue to give 
rebates to shippers. Formal complaints were 
presented to Commissioner Blanchard yester- 
day that the Vanderbilt lines have not with- 
drawn the cut rates. Evidence was produced 
to show that these charges were well-founded. 
It was shown that the Lake Sbore, for in- 
stance, has received from one ship- 
per more freight daily during the 
last week than that road reported 
to Joint-Agent Moore to have shipped through-

stopped. 

This would account for the exceedingly poor 
showing made in the weekly statements of 
east-bound freight shipments from Chivago. 
There bas been a suspicion for some time past 
that those statements were ‘ncorrect, as it was 
known that for the last two or three 
weeks the movement of new wheat and 
oats was quite large. The matter is now ex- 
plained by the discovery that some of the 
roads did not report their full amount of busi- 
ness. The fact cannot be denied that in spite 
ot the strenuous efforts lately made by Com- 
missioner Blanchard to secure the mainte- 
nance of east-bound rates irregularities are be- 
ing practiced at all the association points. The 
roads irom St. Louis and Peoria have tor some 
weeks past been making a cut on grain and 
provisions of 5 cents per 100 pound and have 
never stopped: it for one moment. The Kan- 
kakee Line, it is claimed, is cutting rates on 
wagons from Racine, baving made a contract 
at a rate of 32 cents from Chicago to Philadel- 
phia. The rerular rate is 45 cents. 

A meeting of the Central Traflic Association 
and the Trunk Line Executive Committee will 
be held in New York next Wednesday, when 
these irregularities will form the principal 
topic of discussion. The meeting will no 
doubt be one of the liveliest ever beld. The 
Western connechons of the trunk lines claim 
that they are not responsible for the existing 
irregularities, but that the trunk lines are 
creating all the trouble by making rates from 
Western points and granting rebvates to West- 
ern shippers without the knowledge of the 
Western lines. The Western lines (Central 
Traffic Association) will insist upon the right 
to control east-bound rates, and if the trunk 
line’ refuse to concede this there is sure to. be 
serious trouble. 


The Kansas City Passenger-Rate Muddle. 

The roads interested in the Kansas City pas- 
senger traffic have come to the conclusion 
that a serious mistake was made in allowing 
themselves to be drawn into a war on rates 
from Kansas City East upon the discovery 
that scalpers were selling return coupons. is- 
sued by the Baltimore & Ohio on account of 
the Educational Society meeting at Topeka a 
few weeks ago. Ly reducing the rates to meet 
the scalpers’ competition the railroads lose 
more money in a day than the price for the 
entire lot of cut tickets iasued by the Balti- 
more & Ohio amounted to, it bemg claimed 
that only about seventy-five of those tickets 
are out.

Wilson has to authorize whatever rate any of 
the roads may ask him to make to meet the 
outside competition. A request being made 
by one of the roads last Wednesday to reduce 
the rate from Kansas City to Chicago to $8, 
Mr. Wilson promulgated that rate at once. 
Yesterday the $9 rate was restored, but later 
it was made $8. 

The St. Louis lines claimed they were bemg 
seriously hurt by the $9 rate to Chicago, as 
they were still charging the regular rate .of 
$7.50 from Kansas City to St. Louis. They 
will of course protest more against the $8 
rate. They suggested that a meeting of the 
managers of the various roads in the associa- 
tion be called as speedily as possible, and one 
will therefore be held at Commiss!oner Wilson's 
office next Wednesday, Aug. 18, to see if har- 
monious relations between the various roads 
in the association cannot be restored again. 


The Burlington Tracks in the Lumber Dis- 
trict. 

No steps have yet been taken by the Bur- 
lington regarding the order to remove its 
tracks on Twenty-second street, between 
Brown and Jefferson ¢lumber district), and it 
is learned that the railroad company will wait 
until the Council reconvenes before domg 
anything further in the matter. The company 
expects that when the Council meets again it 
will take some action by which the removal of 
the tracks can be averted. At the last meet- 
ing of the Council, upon the motion of Ald. 
Cullerton, the company was given sixty days 
within which to take up the tracks. These 
sixty days will not expire until the Council 
meets again, and therefore the company runs 
no risk in allowing the tracks to remain until 
then. The removal of these tracks, the com- 
pany claims, would entail great bardship and 
expense upon the lumber dealers haying their 
yards in that location, as it would compe! them 
to haul their lumber in wagons to the cars. 
These lumber deaiers are making strenuous 
efforts to bring about a settlement of the diffi- 
culty and they bave been urging the Mayor to 
help them out of the dilema. The Mayor, it is 
learned, is now preparing a new ordinance to 
be submitted to the next meeting of the 
Council, which he thinks will be satisfactory 
to all concerned, Its main features are that

THE GREAT PROBLEM OF HOW TO BE- 
COME SELF-SUPPORTING. 


Hard-Worked and Poorly-Paid Factory and 
Shop Girls—The foolish Prejudice 
Against Domestic Service—A Chance for 
Really Competent Dressmakers—Art and 
Other Industries Which May Be Profit- 
ably Followed — Woman's Gratifying 
Progress in the Learned Professions. 

Among late facts in regard to woman's work 

is the statement made by the Hon. William L. 

Bowditch in his * Forgotten Woman in Massa- 


chusetts chat 20,000 young women iu Boston 


are working ten hours a day for an average of 
less than $4 a week; furthermore, that there 
are many graduates of the Boston public 
schools, said to be the best in the world, who 
are Working as shop giris for $2 a week, witb- 
out even a prospect-of an advance after a cer- 
tain perfod of labor, the mere mention of such 
advance being often taken as occasion for dis- 
missal. Some of these firms who pay 
but $2 a week also oblige their em- 
ployés to take a vacation of from 
three to six weeks in winter ana summer, when 
trade is dull, losing their own time. That 
these firms are rich and prosperous is proven 
by the fact’ that they pay from $50,000 to 
$100,000 a year for advertising, while the mem- 
bers live in princely magnificence. The pro- 
portion of women who support themselves is 
probably greater in Massachusetts than In any 
of the other States, which will account to 
Some extent for there being so many unem- 
ployed. But the number of unemployed and 
the eagerness of women to earn even this pit- 
tance is no possible excuse for or extenuation 
of the selfishness and greed of firms who thus 
put their employés on starvation wages. If 
these women are of any use whatever to these 
firms they are of sufficient use to be paid 
wages whereby they may live lives of de- 
cency—a matter of simple impossibility 
upon $2 a week. and scarcely possibie upon 
the $4 and $4.50 bald to such great numbers of 
young girls. It a boycott were ever in order 
it would certainly be so in such a case as this. 
Respectabie people should certainly shun 
houses known to pay such wages as these to 
bard-working women. 

The most astonishing thing about the unem- 
ployed women and the poorly-paid women 
of - Massachusetts is the fact that 
nearly all of them might be em- 
ployed iu domestic service if they 
would, with good bomes and good wages. But 
they prefer starving, or making a close ap- 
proach to it, to occupying the position of 
servants. There are hundreds of households 
in Boston alone which are suffering for the 
help of these women, and cannot get it, and 
all through the Eastern ana Middle States the 
facts are much the same. The reasons for 
this state of things may be good and sufficient, 
but it is difficult for a person on the outside to 
really comprebend what they may be. False 
pride and mistaken ideas of dignity and inde- 
pendence are probably among these reasons, 
but it seems scarcely possible that to these 
alone can be due the utter refusal of 
women to enter upon domestic serv- 
ice. Their refusal to do so 16 al- 
most universa! in this - country. 
East and West are alike in this particular. The 
cry of housekeepers for help comes from Col- 
orado, from Minnesota, from Kansas, and 
from New England alike. And the supoviy is 
not increasing. Few foreign-born girls work 
more than from three to five years after com- 
ing to this country—they usually marry within 
that time—and comparatively few children of 
forvign parents born in this country now take 
places as servants. question of domestic 
belp is really one of serious importance today 
in this country, and every year seems likely 
to increase that importance, Good wages are 
now paid in almost all the cities, but in 


country places the wages are too low in 


many parts of the country, though more 
than the same class of girls can earn insbops 
or factories after paying board. Women who 
are strong enough to do really bard work, like 
washing, cleaning, and ironing, can earn a 
dollar a day almost anywhere, even in country 
places, but the number of such women is not 
great anywhere. Few women can endure 
such labor for any great length of time. 
Housexzeepers and cooks are also well paid 
almost everywtere, and in laundries good 
wages can usually be reliedupon. Good dress- 
mukers are in demand everywhere, and a 
dollar @ day is paid them in small villages and 
from $2 to $3 in cities. Those capable 
of keepmg shops and domg ssatis- 
factory work are always wanted and cap 
make excellent wages, if good managers. A 
thousand dollars a year is paid to some women 
in charge of dressmaking establishments kept 
by dry-goods firms, and even more than this in 
some instances. But the work is extremely 
bard, and few women are equal to it pbysical- 
ly. The great call for good dressmakers every- 
where suggests the need of some training- 
school for them on a larger scale than the 


‘present dressmaking shops. While so many 


women ure almost starving over plain sewing 
and sbop work, it seems a great pity that 
more of them cannot be fitted for first-class 
dressmaking, where they are sure of plenty of 
work and good pay. 

In these purely domestic occupations women 
do not have to compete with men; hence they 
should be the first choice tor the majority of 
uneducated women. As soon as they go out- 
side of domestic labor competition begins, and 
they are in almost every instance forced to 
work for less wages than men receive tor the 
same work. Mr. Bowditch furnishes the fol- 
lowlng statistics: 

In the manufacture of cotton goods the men 
mule-spinners received $1.57 a week, men frame- 
spinners $1 a week, and men 10 (the 
third hands) $3.66 a week more than women re- 
ceived who did precisely the same kind of work. 
Girls as spare hands in reeling and warping 
earned $5.11 a week less than men, al- 
though reckoned as second hands at the same 
work. In the cloth-room women were paid $2.49 
a week less than the men. In the manufacture 
of musical instruments women actionmakers 
earned $6.50 less per week than the men. In the 
manufacture of paper girl finishers earned A. 73 
less than the men, and less even than the boys 
engaged. Men proof-readers received $12.48 a 
week more than women proof-reade Women 
press-feeders were paid . 78 a week less than the 
men and women book compositors Ma week less 
thah the men. Women rubbermakers received 
$3.45 and women spoolers $2.58 a week less than 
the men doing the same work. 

And 80 on through a great variety of occupa- 
tions the women invariably receive less than 
the men. The injustice of this is patent on 
the face of the statements, but who is to 
remedy it and bow are questions not easy to 
answer. These women must live, and they 
must take such wages as they can get, even 
though smarting under the injustice which 
pays them less than men for the same work. 
Perhaps a higber civilization will rignt the 
wrong, though the present outlook is not very 
hopeful even for that. 

But when the hearts of the women of this 
country are the bitterest over these things, let 
them still remember that women are employed 
as guards at the crossings of Prussian State 
railways, with long bours and great exposure, 
for the sum of 19 cents a day: that in England 
they get 34 cents for making 1,000 bricks, and 
that in no country in Europe do their wages 
begin to compare with those paid in our own 
land. The one exception tothis is the shop 
work done in large cities, where sewing women 
are paid almost as little as in London and other 
European cities, 

Among other than purely domestic occoupa- 
tions for women the following are stated by 
the Loudon Society for Promoting the Employ- 
ment of Women to be the best paid and the 
work in them most satistactory: House-deco- 
rating, elass-staining, designing wali-paper, 
cretonnes, ete., wood-engraving, wood-carv ing, 
lithograpby, plan-drawing, typewriting, book- 
keeping, hairdressing, and printing. Some of 
these industries owe their rise to the South 
Kensington art schools, which have done so 
much to foster the art feeiing in Eagiand. 
This is a field which might well be worked in 
this country, and some attempts to 
work it have already been made. Such 
work would afford a fieid for 
a large number of young women 
of education and some means, who now crowd 
the ranks of teactiers in this country, that be- 


industries and much of the prosperity of the 
nation. When our country shall begin upon a 
course of industrial training in the public 
schools, and ferm industrial art schools 
to supplement such training, we shall begin to 
have more employments where the fine touch 


and delicate seuses of our educated girls will 
meet with the encouragement and the ree 


muneration they deserve. 

At present there are cOmvaratively few 
avenues open to them. Teaching in its differ- 
ent forms is their one profession, and it is 
certainly the highest one they can have, and 
one of the pleasantest; and although some- 
what overcrowded now, there is stilla de- 
mand for the best, and in this as in everything 
else the law of the survival of the 
fittest must be allowed to work out its 
merciless results. Teachers half-fitted for 
their work will find it harder and harder year 
by year benceforth, and will finally be driven 
out altogether, to the infinit advantage of the 
schools. We must pity these poor girls who 
have essayed to do what they were unfitted 
for, but we cannot be sorry that the standard 
of a teacher's work is being rapidly raised in 
this country. Most girls who are ut to be 
teachers at all can, in thesedays of good high 
schools and normal schools, fit themselves 
properly for their work if they try, and when 
they find this is the only way to get employ- 
ment they will doubtless do 80. 

In the practice of medicine women as 
a rule do well, when thoroughiy 
educated for their work. There 
are probably fewer quacks among them 
than among an equal number of men. The 
conscientiousness of woman is among her 
chief recommendations to the office of phy- 
sician. Very few women would dare rush into 
medica! practice unprepared, white many men 
will do.so. The more strict the laws are made 
in regard to thorough preparation for medical 
practice the better will it be for women, There 
is a little army of them already in this coun- 
try, ana the number is rapidly increasing. The 
majority of these physiciang are doing very 
well financially. There are eight of them in 
Philadeipbia whose annual practice averages 
$20,000 each, twelve whose income uverages 
above $10,000, and twenty-two who average 
$5,000 each. And in most of the large cities 
of the North there are female 
practitioners who are doing as 
well as those of Philadelpbia. The prejudice 
against them bas mostiy died out now, except 
among the more ignorant classes, and their 
practice is among the very best families in the 
cities where they live. They have not gotten 
much ot a foothold yet in small country places, 
where the work is much harder than in the 
cities, but they are gradually seeking even 
these strongholds of the male practitioner. 
There are women physicians who are consulted 
by the most eminent medical men of New 
York, Philadelpbia, and Boston, and only a 
few fossils in the profession now hold out 
against them. They are gradually bemg ap- 
pointed to have charge of the women 
in insane asylums and hospitals. 
aod a few years will find one 
or more in every such institution in the land. 
This is demanded by every consideration of 
propriety and morality and will soon become 
the universal practice. Theirsuccess has been 
remarkable as far as they have been tried in 
this new fieid. But few persons can be found 
today who will deny their right toenter and 
their fitness for the medical vrofession, though 
but a generation ago they were looked upon 
as impudent innovators. 

Women have made less progress as yet in the 
profession of law, though there are a few now 

racticing and doing fairly well in this country. 

here are a good many of them in journalism, 
and some very successful ones, and in this 
branch of work there will be a large in- 
crease during the next few years, such large 
numbers of coliege graduates are being sent 
out every year, and the avenues of labor open 
to them being so few. The teaching of music 
is one of the best-paying branches of woman's 
work today among women really fitted for it. 
And even those wo are only half educated do 
better at teaching music than at most other 
things. In the larger towns and cities women 
are studying the violin now almost equally 
witb the piano, and this gives employment to 
a large number of teachers of that instrument. 
Itseems possible that little bands of women 
who could play musie suitable for dancing 
might find regular employment at private 
bouses, where small parties are given, or at 
afternoon receptions, where many ladies are 
becoming disgusted with fuil bands, whose 
noise drowns out all conversation. 
Two or three fine stringed instruments 
well played, by ladies who know what good 
music is and howto render it, would be a 
great improvement upon some of the bands 
who now shake the nerves and harrow the 
souls of party-givers. Often, too, at church 
sociables, clubs, and other informal gather- 
ings, such a littie band might find employment. 

But it is useless to try to enumerate all toe 
occupations to which woman is turning her 
attention today. It were almost easier to 
mention those to which she has not aspired. 
The best are those which are most sheltered 
and nearest to the life of the home. Incom- 
parably the worst ure those which throw her 
into promiscuous contact with men, who are 
too often brutal and even diabolical in their 
treatment of women who are forced to work 
under themor with them.

La Salle Street Office Girls and Their 


Footwear—Effectiveness of the “Baby

Probably Been Jilted by One of Our 
Belles. | 
Chicago Letter in New York Telegram: Many 
papers of the United States have from time to 
time been plastered with cuts and paragrapbs 


of huge pedals and flat shoes, labeled ** Chica- 


o!“ Well, when it comes down to the point 
of accuracy the publications are libelous and 
the models had existence only in the mind of 
the artist. In short, the stories are the worst 
kind of falsehoods, as any international ex- 
hibit ot shoemakers’ lasts would prove. 
Taking a sectional view of Chicago's 
“understandings,” to the ladies of the 
North Side belongs the prize for little 
teet. They are to be seen on the carriage 
steps, along the avenue and Lake-Shore drive, 
on tennis and archery lawns in the afternoon, 
and later in the day decorate the carpet-cov- 
ered front steps. In the winter time they are 
detected in the snow, and at ali times and all 
places Rush, Cass, Indiana, Ontario, and 
State streets, and Believue, Walton, and Dela- 
ware places have rejoiced in the tiny feet of 
their mothers, sisters, wives, and daughters. 
The South Side fashionables revel in narrow 
soles and small ankles, but the feet are too 


long to be artistic; while the West-Siders ape 


the Boston girls and run to low heels, broad 
soles, and full toes, in which the lines of beau- 
ty are sacrificed to comfort. 

But of all feet in Chicago those of the La 
Salle street office girls are the mdst remarka- 
ble. Among the bookkeepers, bill clerks, type- 
writers, stenographers, and cashiers it is very 
possible that all shapes, sizes, ana widths are 
to be found; but, whatever may be said against 
the foot, the shoes are certainly matchless, 
They are not the $13 French, boots that prevail 
in the South Side Dancing Ciub, of which Mrs. 
George M. Pullman is presiding patroness; 
nor even the $9 kid shoes fancied by the ama- 
teur musicales led by Mrs. John M. Clark, for 
it must be remembered that these cheery, 
plucky little office women do not earn much 
more salary in a month than the above club 
women pay for shoes in a week. Besides, 
kid shoes do not polish, and for- that 
very reason they are tabooed. In the. ag- 
gregate the boot is a $3 curso or fine morocco 
bought with the understanding that the buttons 
will be moved gratis whenever required. The 
shoes fit like nothing short of a custom order 
can be made to fit, and as soon as the leather 
begins to stretch the clerk is requested to ‘set 
back the buttons, and the spry little cus 
tomer steps off feeling as snugly booted as 
though newly shod. And now comes the 
secret of their reputation for nice feet—shoe 
polish. And how they doshine! About 4 o'clock 
the bootblacks make their appearance to 
brighten up the shoes of the ** bosses” and 
head clerks, who leave the office in order to 
take the 5 o'clock trains and cars for their 
homes. They are no sooner off than boots 
comes back to see if misses wants a soft 
shine,“ as she certainly does, unless it is 
storming bard enough for rubbers. Her foot 
is firmiy planted on the box and the polish 
that is rubbed on ber $3 boots would puzzle 
the dame up-town who sponges her French 
kids to make them sbine. 

When the work ie done sbe pulls out a little 
leather worn purse containing a few stamps, a 
note or two, and possibiy a dollar in change. 
Ste matches pennies with the grimy garcon to 
see if she bas to pay for the job, and if luck 
goes against him gives a merry giggie and 
tolls tim it will be his turn next-” anda 
pleasant good-nigut. The ragamufha doesn’t 
mind it in the least, for he goes off whistling 
like a mocking-bird.. In offices where the giris 
get off at baif-past 4 o’clock with the male 
clerks they take their shine in some dark or 
secluded part of the ball where they are likely 
to be out of the way and free from notice, ana 
a ramble through one of the big eicht-story 
buildings between 4 and 5 any pleasant after- 
noon, will reveal dozens of young lady clerks 
getting their boots biackened. This habit of 
natty footgear is attended by various innova- 
tions- that 1s to say, the girls have their dresses 
cut only ankle deep and show an aversion to 
bottom ruffles and plaits, as the trimming rubs 
off the shines. g 

In company or in the street-car they are 
very manly in the way they pose their feet, 
and the girl habit of crossing them is no longer 
indviged in. They know the value of neatly 
polished shoes and arrange their attitude and 
skirts to keep them so. But it is not alone for 
their ebony-finisbed shoes that these La Salle 
street girls are distinguished, Besides being 
neat and trim they are good, brave, industri- 
ous little women, many of them aiding in the 
support and education of younger brothers 
and sisters. The brokers, speculators, and 
commission and insurance men they work for 
ure little ven to sentiment, and it is not an 
unusual thing for them to keep the stenog- 
rapher till long past the supper hour writing 
letters that must be posted before the night 
maiis close. When the eruff old grain 
merobant or the worried iawyer rings 
up a lunch of rolls and  Obiack- 
berries from the basement café he 
feels that this duty to the lady cierk is com- 
pleted, and whether be keeps ber till 7 or 9 
o’ clock feels no obligation in providing an es- 
cort, nor does she expect one. She removes 
ber apron, folds and locks it up in a drawer, 
straightens the desk furniture, takes ber chip 
hat and neat little jacket from the peg, pulls 
on a pair of gray silk gloves, and is off with as 
much grace and affability as though she ex- 

ted to step into a carriage outside the door, 

instead of having to climb down halt a dozen 
flighis of stairs, unless the elevator boy is on 
night duty. It 1 0 pleasant walk through 
La Salle street after dark, but evidently this 
feeriess bread-winner bas been over the ground 
before, and if ber courage deserts her she goes 
flying across the dark, deserted street, and is 
soon under the protecting care of the officer 
who patrols that beat. The biueeoat sees her 
to the corner and watches her board a car and 
ride off proudly to her home, three or four 

iles out. 
ane same guardian is utilized at the end of 
the route in case of fear, but, as a rule, she is 

stranger to cowardice, 
— girls, self reliant, intelligent, and re- 
Hable. never go into society, but there are no 
circles to- which they would pot be a credt. 
Their earnings range from $6 to $18 a week, 
according to experience and ability, and in the 
offices where they are employed there is not a 
maa nor a boy who will not roll up his sleeves 
and double bis fists to resentan indignity 
offered one of them. Like the newsboys, they 
are of a certain age. and they come and go as 
mysteriously. Now and then some of them 
are promoted to positions of trust, a few drift 
into shorthand schools to become instructors, 
some get court assignments, and a great many 
become the wives of clerks or officers in the 

neerns. 
“The *teeatees’’ in the shoe stores are hand- 
somely upholstered, and after the customer is 
fitted with odd shoes she is conducted to a 
Turkish couch facing a wall of beveled mirror, 
where from thirty minutes to two bours are 
spent in studying effect, Patience is the pre- 
dominating feature of the clerks, who think 
nothing of trying shoes on a petulant lady who 
all the time casts admiring glances into the 
mirror. The show is a good one. Every day 
more than a few gentiemen visit the piace os- 
tensibly to buy slippers for their wives, but 
really to satisfy their curiosity.

Legendary Nomenclature of Lake

Milwaukee Sentinel: No other ceographical 
region iu the world bas such an odd and puz- 
zling terminology as that presented by the 
islands, straits, rivers, cities, and villages of 
Lake Michigan. 
men attempted to speli the Indian names of 
places, and that the Anglo-Saxon triedfto pro- 
nounce that speiling. Bemg the heir of his 
predecessor, the latter banded down verbaily 
his way of pronouncing the French spelling of 
Indian words until it has become next to an 
impossibility to extract any meaning from most 
of them. In many instances where the orig- 
inal sound resembied. some English word, 
the latter was substituted without ask- 
ing whether there was any re- 
lationship between the name and the 
object. Among the very few names with a 
meaning is that of Death's Voor, the strait that 
separates Door County Peninsula from Wash- 
ington Island and connects Green Bay with the 
lake proper. The legend is related in two 
ways, but botn accounts agree in tha about 
100 years ago a large number of Indians and 
half-breeds were drowned here. In Door 
County itself the story goes that 200 or 300 
redskins tried to cross over on the ice one win- 
ter before the crust was sufficiently strong 
and were drowned. Another version, and that 
which Capt. Tuttie of Milwaukee tells, is to 
the effect that after the Revolution the Gov- 
ernment established an agency ou the littie 
Island of Mackinac, in Lake Huron, just 
east of the straits that connect it with Lake 
Michigan. The Indians dwelling on the shores 
of Green Bay were among those who had to 
get their rations here, going back and forth by 
boat. In returning from one of these expedi- 
tions they tried to make the straits separating

Wasbmg ton Island from the main land in a 


furious storm, when all were lost. Their num- 
ber can only be approximated, but it did not 
exceed 200 in all probability. Traces of this 
legend can be found both among the Indians 
and old white population all around the lower 
lake. The French called the straits Porte du 
Morte, which continues as the official name on 
the chars, but has been displaced by the 
translation, Death's Door,“ among the sail- 
ors. 

Perhaps no otber word better illustrates the 
strange metamorphosis that many have under- 
gone than that of Skilligiliee, the official name 
of a little island and lighthouse off the lower 
Michigan Peninsula near the foot of the lake. 
Its French name was Isle aux Galets, until the 
beavy English tongue wrought a transforma- 
tion that was at last adopted by the Govern- 
ment. In the same manner Waugoschance 
light became Wabbie Shanks,”” which un- 
doubtedly conveyed a much more beautiful 
meaning to the mind of the simple sailor. Bois 
Blanc. a Lake Huron island near the Macki- 
naw Straits, became Bobalow.”’ It is piaia, 
had there been real white woods’’ on it, this 
would not bave occurred. 

As a rule some of the English names do not 
go amiss entirely, and it is safe to say that 
there is some mud in Mud Bay and a few white- 
fish in Whitefish Bay. But whether there was 
a louse on Louse Island, east of Washington 
Island.

St. Helena (S. C.) Letter in St. Louis Globe- 
: The scene was a revelauon. Not 
one of the old cabins, the quarters of before 
the War, was to be seen, but irom the slight 
elevation given by the buggy there could’ be 
counted within astretch of a mile twenty or 
more two-story neatly-painted houses. each 
with that indispensabie feature of Southern 
architecture, the gallery, and some with doubie 
galleries, all with window-sash and giasé. 
Clustered about each farm-house were the 
little collection of buildings, the granary, the 
barn, and the buggy shed. 

The cotton and corn rows ran down to the 
road 80 close that the wheels brushed the 
stalks. It there was alittle paton of grass a 
cow was picketed. Some of the people were 
in the field piying the hoes, but for the most 
purt the outdoor toilers were men. Busied 
around the houses could be seen the women— 
idle labor,“ the old South Carolina planter 
would have commented with a groan. 

A long bridge connects Lady's and St. Hele- 
na Islands. The conditions are everywhere 
much the same.* On St. Helena, which is lar- 
ger, there are public halls for tae societies, a 
library of 5,000 volumes, and other evidences 
of progressive civilization. 

The General said the trip would not be com- 
plete without a call upon Miss Towne. Miss 


Towne, be explained, was a lady of culture 


and means, biguly connected in Pittsburg, 


Philadelphia, and Boston, who had come here 
at the close of the War to superintend educa- 
tional work among the freedmen. Her mis- 
sion bad resulted in ber purchase of Frogmore, 
one of the old plantations of St. Helena, and 
bere she was still living, in the midst ol these 
colored people. Sue, the General said, was 
well fitted to give an opinion as to the capacity 
of the colored people to become good and in- 
dependent citizens. 

Sitting on the wide porch of her comfortable 
mansion, full to overflowing with pictures and 
books and ali the little belongings of a home, 
Miss ‘towne talxed not as au enthusiast, but as 
a practical, observing woman. 

** You see, on St. Helena, she said, “what 
the colored man will do when he has had a fair 
chance. For that is all he has bad here on 
these sea islands. The Government sold bim 
the land at a cheap price, but there has been 
no cliarity dispensed here. Northern people 
have furnished a school, and that is all. There 
bas been no overseeing or directing of them. 
These people have reached the condition ia 
which you see them by natural development.”’ 

Tou think there is every reason to be sat- 
isfied with the progress that these people have 
made?“ 

* Yes,” was the reply. 
ty-five years for St. Helena to cometo the 
condition in which you see it. We Northern 
people expected great things of the colored 
people. We thought five years would be 
enough to fit them for citizenship and other 
responsibilities. We were mistaken. Those 
who knew the colored people best thought 
they never could be made anything of but 
serfs and tenantry. They were mistaken too. 
The colored people bere are far ahead of where 
those who knew them as slaves thought they 
would be.“ 

“Are they saving and careful of their 
means?” 

As regards money, they use that very 
freely. They have had such a terrible expe 
rience that it is little wonder they feel like 
spending. When they had just begun to save 
they had such a shock from the breaking of 
the Freedmen’s Bank. Then they trusted 
their money in the hands of white men, who 
carried it off. They bad it under their chim- 
neys, and it burned. They invested in co 
operative stores and put men in charge who 
didn’t know bow to manage the business. 
You see their experience hasn't been such as 
to encourage them to save money. Now, 
with their l.ving they are very thoughtful, 
and look a long way ahead. 
fering $1 a bushei for potatoes, but they won't 
dig them. They say potatoes are only half 
growa, and that it isn’t time to dig them. I 
gay to them: Very well, if you wait till the 
potatoes are grown I stall oniy pay you half as 
much.“ Can't help that, Miss Towne,’ they 
say; ‘can’t dig potatoes till they are grown.’ 
So itis with corn. They have a regular time 
to commence using their corn, and will go 
hungry before they will touch it earlier. I 
bave said to them: ‘Why don’t you feed the 
children corn? You are making them sick 
keeping them on potatoes so long.“ They will 
say: Not time to feed corn yet, Miss Towne; 
if we feed corn now we shall run out before 
the next crop.’ They must make ‘crop catch 
crop." That is their expression. I have been 
astonished to see with what pertinacity they 
will stick to the reguiar seasons, and with what 
care they look out to be sure of the living.”’ 

“They do not suffer or become objects of 
charity, then, when thrown entirely on their 
own resources?“ 

There haven't been but two people sent to 
the aimshouse in ten years from St. Helena, 
and they were very aged colored people, worn 
out in slavery. There are 5,000 colored people 
on the island, you will remember. Do you 
know any Northern community of chat size 
that can make a better showmg? 

How do they take to the idea of being land- 
hoiders?*’ 

There basn’t been a foreclosure on the is)- 
and since the colored men got the land. Some 
few pieces have been sold for taxes, but none 
of late years. The colored farmer will 
mortgage his comme crop, but will not 
mortgage his land. I don’t know that I 
can remember such a thimg. Having 
once obtained a little piece of land, 
the colored man wants more, ana is contin- 
ually planning to add to it. Every inch of 
Frogmore is spoken for in case 1 want to sell. 
Years ago there was much less of this island 
under cultivation than now. But colored 
men have cleared up the timber and made 
use of every acre of it that was available. I 
don’t know how wany people have come in 
bere from Bronwell, Hopeweil, Edgefield, and 
other counties where there isn’t the oppor- 
tunity to get bomes, and have taken un pieces 
of land, some of it so poor it seemed impossi- 
bie for them to do anything with it, but they 
have persevered and made good places. 

* rather curious féeling all the old people 
have.“ continued Miss Towne, is that every 
son in the family must bave, when he becomes 
of age, a little piece of ground. Every man's 
hope is to give his son five acres and a house. 
They make no provision for the daughters, 
saying that they are sure to marry and be 
taken care ot.“ 

The conversation turned upon the recrea- 
tion sought by the colored people when left to 
themselves, and Miss Towne said: We have 
three brass bands on the isiand. The young 
colored men sent North and bougbt expensive 
instruments, and have practiced until they 
acquit themselves quite creditably. This was 
theirown movement. They have their base- 
ball clubs, and in that congection I must tell 
you something. You knowf that the colored 
people are thought to be naturally inclined to 
induigence in drink. Here, where there are 
no white men to seli liquor, there is a strong 
sentiment that it is not respectable to 
get drunk. There is a temperance 
society, composed chiefly of young 
cviored men, on the island, and tune 
membersbip is now over 800. I was speaking 
about the base-bali clubs. Some days ago the 
St. Helena club went over to play the Beaufort 
club. They bad a great time. In the evening 
there was a banquet given to the visitors by 
the Beaufort club, and eversthing to eat and 
drink was laid out in great profusion. When 
the St. Helena boys sat down they said to the 
managers. Move these bottles downto the 
other end of the table, please—we don’t drink.’ 
There was a good deal of fun made of them, 
but the St. Helena boys took none of the 
liquors. Afterwards the Beaufort club came 
down bere, and they had another great time. 
The St. Helena young men gave them a.bap- 
There was everything to eat that money 
could buy, but not a drop of intoxicating 
liguor on the table.“ 

It was suggested that this temperance senti- 
ment on St. Helena Island was rather excep- 
tional. Miss Towne admitted wnat it was, and 
said: “I know that when the men from here 
go to the fertilizer mines they are accepted 
more rapidiy than those from any other locai- 
itv.. When a colored man applies the manager 
asks bim where he is from. If be says St. 
Helena,” he is told to go to work almost invari- 
ably. The fertilizer people say theyzknow then 
they are getting a sober, industrious hand in a 
St. Helena man. This community of 5,000 
colored. people hasn't a trial justice or justice 
of the peace, as the officer would be called up 
North; it basn’t a calaboose, nor bas it a con- 
stable. St. Helena has had neither of these 
functionaries for years. The last trial justice, 
after nearly starving for want of business, re- 
signed and went to teachmg school.”

| “AN HISTORIC  PIAMOND. 


THE WONDERFUL DISCOVERY OF A 
CINCINNATI LABORER. 


A Gem of Great Value Found by a Laborer 
in an Ohio River Bowlder—Believed to 
Be the Famous Piggott Diamond, Pre- 
sented to His Lady Love by the Pasha 
of Egypt and Lost at Blennerhassett’s 

Cincinnati Enquirer: The 3d day of August 

Charles Russell, a yellow fellow, worked at the 

bowlder-crushing machine on McFarland 

street. between Elm and Plum. It was his 


duty that day, for ne had taken the place of a 
man who was sick, to remove the crushed 


bowlders, so as not to interfere with the work 
of the machine, and shovel those that spilled 
into the wagons. The work was new to him, 
but he gave it his undivided attention. Toward 
4 o'clock in the afternoon ne was noticed, or, 
rather,” afterward, when their attention was 
calied to it, some of his tellow-workmen re- 
membered his picking up a piece of one of the 
crushed bowlders and putting it quietly away 
in bis pantaioons pocket. 

„n keep that to remember the job by,“ he 
naively observed to Pat O'Brien, one of the 
men who stood near him. The following day 
Russell did not come to work, and another 
man was soon found to take his place. Ina 
few weeks he was forgotten, and it is doubtful 
if any of his fellow-workmen, or the boss 
even, Gould have recalled the man or bis name. 

The day following, which was the 4th, a 
man, evidently a laborer, but who was neatly 
dressed, presented himself at a well-known 
jeweiry store on Fourth street, and, asking 
for the proprietor, saia: “I have a peculiar 
stone which I would like to know the value 
of as well as what it is.” “Let me 
see it.“ Unrolling a red bandana handker- 
chief which was tied in several knots, and tak- 
ing out a buckskin bag, the man laid a good- 
sized stone on thé counter, which sparkled ana 
listened and shed its rays in all directions. 

Tou are a fortunate man,“ said the jew- 
eler, that stoue is worth $125,000 to $150,000. 
It weighs 82 , carats. What are you going to 
do with it?” “I sbail sell u.“ replied the man. 
The stone was handed back, and an Enquirer 
man who chanced to be in the store and know- 
ing the jeweler well ventured to remark as the 
man went out: “Where could mat fellow 
have got such a valuable stone? Could he 
have stolen it?“ “I ought to have called the 
patrol. However, it's no affair of mine. He 
paid me $5 for my trouble, and I don't know 
as it's my business to play detective on my 
customers.” 

To a reporter Russell afterward said: Well, 
I dian’t steal it, I can tell you, although I 
know it looks queer for the likes of me to be 
baving so valuable a stone. The fact is, the 
more I think of it myself the queerer | thivk 
itis. Come up to my room and I' u tell you all 
about it.” 

He ied the way up a couple of flights of 
rickety back-stairs and opened the door of a 
small room, containing a plain bed, one chair, 
and atable, seated himself upon the edge of 
and gave the reporter the chair.

I 
stuck it into my pocket, and, bringing it home, 
picked it out by the aid of a bammer and awi, 
and took it to the jeweler as you saw me.

The Mystery Is Solved. 

In the fall of 1806 the celebrated Aaron 
Burr, ex-Vice-President of the United States, 
baving killed Alexander Hamilton in a duel, 
paid a visit to Biennerhassett’s Island, con- 
taining 170 acres, and located at the mouth 
of the Little Kanawha. The head of the 
house was absent at che time, but Mr. Burr 
was royally entertained by Mrs. Blennerhas- 
sett, ahighly accomplished lady, who after- 
ward wrote a glowing account of the dis- 
tinguisbed visit. He was accompanied on this 
occasion by a Mrs. Clark, as recorded by Judge 
Safford in his life of the unfurtunate Blenner- 
bassett. 

Burr, in a letter to Theodosia Burr (Mrs. 
Alston), who was lost at sea in Charleston (8. 
C.) Harbor on & voyage to go to her father in 
New York, speaks of this visit to Mrs. Bien- 
nerhassett, and says: One of those unfort- 
unste occurrences happened as we were 
leaving the island that I deeply regret. Luelia, 
who accompanied me, as we were embark- 
ing from the isiand, dropped a valuabie 
diamond. She was much affected at the loss. 
for. in addition to its value, she had obtained 
it in Cairo, Egypt, but under what circum- 
stances sbe didn’t tell me.“ This Luella was 
Mrs. Clark, and on tracing up her ancestry it 
was ascertained that she was born in Cairo, 
Egypt. Her mother was a very handsome En- 
giisb lady: her father was unknown. There 
was considerable scandal and talk at the time 
that the mother was the mistress of the Pasha 
of Egypt. The daughter bad been finely eau- 
cated in Paris and London, but losing ber 
mother came to America, just after the Revo- 
lution, and married a young man named 
James Clark. 

But what nas all this to do with the diamond 
found by a workman on the McFariand street 
crusbing-macthine? Simply this: Any one 
versed in diamond lore, or with the history of 
precious gems, knows that towards the close 
of the last century the celebrated Piggott dia- 
mond was sold to the Pasha of Egypt for the 
sum of $150,000. Its weight was 82% carats. 
Late in the last century the diamond was soid 
at lottery for the sum of $150,000. It was after- 
ward bought by Rundell & Kudge tor $30,000, 
and by them sold to the Pasba. All this can 
be learned by a reference to Emanuel on 
Diamonds,“ page 84, and the author adds that 
me present possessor of the diamond is un- 
known. 

Now, what more likely a thing than that the 
Pasha should present his English love with this 
treasure, after the lavish manner of Eastern 
potentates, or, perhaps, she appropriated it 
herselt? When the daughter went to Europe 
to be educated the mother, probably feeling— 
certainiy hoping—that one day she would re- 
turn to her native land, and, at any rate, wish- 
ing to secure her daughter beyond any perad- 
venture, gave her the celebrated diamond. 
The daughter would surely be safe and secure 
from want, and inthe event ot her mother 
joining her the sale of the precious stone would 
certainly keep them in comfort for the rest of 
their days. The diamend was lost in 1806, but 
how could it have become imbedded in the 
centre of a bowlder? 


Delayed Mail Delivery. 

One of the most extraordinary cases of de- 
layed mail delivery came to light June 15 
last. July 27, 1860, Gen. George L. Becker 
of St. Paul addressed a letter to Capt. Mahlon 
Black at Stillwater, both being members of the 
same branch of the Democratic party, the con- 
tents of the communication bemg exclusively 
political. Somehow the letter switched off be- 
tween St. Paul and Stillwater, and the next 
heard of it it was found with others upon the 
streets of Bismarck about six years ago and 
taken in charge by Capt. Thomas Van Etten, 
then a resident of that piace. Upon his re- 
moval to Sauk Rapids the letter was placed in 
a box, and nothing more was thought of the 
matter until the great cyclone, when the box 
was blown out of Capt. Van Etten's barn, but 
subsequently found at some distance, with the 
contents undisturbed. Inthe meantime Capt. 
Van Etten had ascertained Capt. Black's ad- 
dress and forwarded the letter, and it reached 
the hands of the right owner about twenty- 
six years after it had been written and mailed.

The Collector of the Port of New York, 
Lately Resigned—His Business Training.

HIGH LICENSE, 


The Most Effective Agency in the Cause of 
Temperance. 

Hartford Courant: Wherever high license has 
been tried it has accomplished two things. It 
has closed up the lower sort of groggeries and 
it has increased the local revenues. That is 
to say, the liquor interest has been made to 
pay according to its profits and its due pro- 
portion. for the maintenance of order, 
and the drinking has been driven to 
be more open, under inspecton, and the 
temptation of low grog-shops has ceased. The 
high-license system in Savannah. Ga., has 
been successful, although the license is not 
bigh enough to test tue system fairly. It is 
only $300, but this has sufficed to close abou: 
fifty of the lowest class of barrooms, to de- 
crease the number of dealers (since 1885) from 
290 to 280, and to increase the receipts from 
liquor licenses from $32,112 to $62,100. Now, 
this is a positive gain for the cause of temper- 
ance in Savannah and for good order, and it 
the city will raise its license still higher we 
doubt not it will find still better results. 

Buffalo Express: It is an irrepressible con- 
troveray— as to the relative merits of pro- 
bibition and high license as methods of cure 
for the dire evil of aicoholism. When one 
turns from the manifest and almost-confessed 
failures of prohibition he naturally turns to 
admire the successful workings of high li- 
dense. The failures of probibition and the 
successes of high license resembie one an- 
other in being almost universal. If prohibitory 
laws can be said to have succeeded at all it is 
only in isolated and sparsely-peopled communi- 
ties. We have never heard of but one com- 
plaint that high license did not accomplish 
all that is claimed for 1t—which is all that rea- 
sonable men ask—and that related to the City 
of Chicago, and came of vourse from a 
bition source. It is undeniadble chat a higher 
licease has done much to raise the characte- 
and decrease the number of Chicago's drink - 
ing places, but if it bas not done enough the 
fault must lie in the fact that the tax is not as 
high as it should be.
